The hostel was offered to Williamstown Council 
late last year for $1,900,000. 

Williamstown Council was opposed to its use 
for housing, Mr. Thomas said. 

But he ‘stressed the proposed usage if the 
Housing :Commission could be influenced to buy 
it would. be to provide short-term accommodation.
